ter A. Arthur. 


NEW YOBK, Nov. 18.—Chester Allen Ar- 


thur, twenty-first President of the United 
States, was"born In Franklin County, Vt, 
October 5,18SO. His father was a Scotch- 
man, 
and pastor of Baptist churches In 


Vermont and New York 
Aftor his grad- 


uation with the degree of B. A. fromU.n- 
ion College, Mr. Arthur studied law and 
began to practice in 1830 in New York City, 
which ho made his permanent residence.

Inhuman Treatment of Their Victim for 


the Crime of Selling the Fruits 


of His Own Industry. 


TATI.ORVILI.E, 111., Nov. 19.-As the Nov- 


ember1 term of the Christian County Cir- 
cuit Court convenes next Monday, and as 
there are two or three cases on the docket 
that will elicit 
widespread 
attention 


throughout this immediate section, Tour 
correspondent has looked into the matter 
with the following result: During the 
farming season of 1884 Mr. A. Peevyhouse 
tilled a piece of land in the southeastern 
part of this county, belonging to J uJge 
H. M. Vandeveer, and when the corn had 
ripened Peevyhouse began gathering and 
hauling 
it to 
Millersville. where he 


sold and received the money for it. lu so 
doing Peevyhouse claims he was fulfilling 
a part oE his contract with Vandeveer, and 
intended to come to Taylorville in- a few 
days and pay his rent. Be that as it may, 
word was taken to Vandeveer that Peevy- 
house was selling oft the crops and might 
skip out. By this time Peevyhouso had 
received from the sale of grain something 
over 1135, and Judge Vandeveer got out a 
distraint for rent, at Uie same time telling 
the grain-buyers of Millersville that he 
would hold them responsible lor the money 
paid to Peevyhouse, 


This threat from 
Judge 
Vandeveer 
alaimed the grain-dealers, and they began 
jomrned yesterday ai 


to cast about for some way of getting 
Boston next October, 


back the money they had paid out. Finally 
the Millerflvllle Horse company concluded 
10 take matters iu their own hands and 
force Mr. Peevyhouse to pay back the 
money he had received. Accordingly on 
the night of the J9th of November, 1884, 
just as Mr. Peevyhouse was uottmg ready 
to retire, there came a loud and startling 
knock at the door. He bade whoever was

Peevyhouse was in his shirt sleeves, bare- 
headed and bare-footed. He asked to be 
allowed to get his clothes, but his request 
was refused, but one of the more tender- 
hearted of the party went into the house 
and brought them to him. He was then 
tukon to the Durbin school house, about, 
OHP inilo from his residence, when he was 
placed under guard and kept a prisoner 
until runners were dispatched and the re- 
mainder of the Hovse Company was noti- 
fied and put in an appearance.

The above are about the facts in the case, 


and they are the ground-work for two 
damage suits that will aggregate $2fi,000. 
These suits were brought at the first tonn 
of court after the above transactions, but 
as Peevyhouse has no money with _wliich 
to make a fight they have been carried 
from term to term, but now, In all prob- 
ability, it will come to trial, and as several 
farmers who have considerable property 
are parties to the suit, the fight is likely 
to be long and bitter.

The grand jury is stirring up the dry 


bones in reference to the boxing and 
sparring matches that have been held in 
Deoatur, bailing their action on the fol- 
lowing stotion ot thejrevised statutes of 
Illinois in relation to Misdemeanors: 


Boxisa EXHIBITIONS—SBOTION 285.— 


Whoever instigates, oarntB on, pro- 
motes or engages in as a witnew, any 
sparring or boxing exbbiuon shall be 
fined not exceeding ?BOO, or confined in 
the county jail not exceeding sixty da)B 


The abjve ia the new law. The former 


penalty for like offense was a fine of $100 
to SI 000 and imprisonment in the county 
jail dO days to one year. 


The ' revised section" is enough, and if 


it is followed out strictly, there will be 
lively times about Deoatnr for some time 
to come, and the grand jury will have to 
get more blank indictments printed, as 
the witnesses of the two exhibitions that 
have baen given already number fully 
300, 
including many well known mer- 


chants and other citizens equally wel'- 
known who will doubtless be surprised to 
learn that they have unwittingly violated 
a decidedly interesting bit of Illinois law. 


What the grand jury will do is a mat- 


ter of speculation. They will learn that 
there were two exhibitions, and that soft

Electric Calls. 


The enterprising Bradley Bros, of the

bells are at tbe bundle counter, where the 
bnys are stationed 
When the patron 


bas completed his or her purchase, the 
s ilesman touches a button at tne edge of 
the counter, the bell at the rear of the 
stoie jingles mutually, and the boy at 
once responds to the call, going directly 
to the counter designated bj the signal. 
The wires, batteuea and bells were ad- 
justed by Ellsworth Wade, of the Tele- 
phone Exchange office. The batteries 
have to be charged every three or four 
months

SAN FHANOISCO, Nov. 11.—Marguerite 


bay, on the Lower California!! coast, was, 
some years ago, ono vast nursery full of 
"cows" mid "calves," as tbo whalemen persist 
in calling the old and young of the whale. 
For two weeks tho Henry was "kedged" 
through, a succession o£ long lagoons, sepa- 
rated from the ocean only by narrow strips of 
beach. Hundreds of low, green islands were 
dotted about, cutting them up into labyrinths 
of natural uunals. At intervals of five or six 
rnilen wore openings leading into the breakers. 
Theso were doors by which the mother whales 
entered their nursery. They came from the 
outer ocean regularly in January, brought 
forth their young, and remained until May 
or thereabouts, when the "calf" was suffi- 
ciently strong to brave tho more turbulent 
wators of the Pacific. 


We "worked up" to one lagoon through a 


most crooked channel. It was necessary to 
indicate it by stakes planted at low water. 
Sometimes but a few hundred yards would 
be gained during an entire day. At ebb tide 
vast ilots of boi-d, white sand wore left bare 
for milos on either side of us. We could jump 
from the schooner's rail on dry land. 
The 


Henry ul, such times \voul4 be heeled over in 
a most uncomfortable manner, especially for 
the unfortunate Individual whose duty it was 
to attend to tho culinary affairs of the vessel 
in a kitchen inclined at au angle of forty-five 
degrees. 
There were twelve vessels in the bay that 


season. Each captain agreed to occupy a 
•eparato lagoon, and take his chance of such 
fish as he might find there, without interfering 
with the rqst. 


Viewed as a "business" this occupation was 


legitimate and right. In the light of hu- 
manity it was murderous. 
These mother 


whales came to this sheltered retreat to nurse 
their children. They had the same maternal 
love which pervades all forms 'of animated 
nature. Close about the vessel the "cows? 
might be son rolling, tumbling and playing 
in giant and clumiy fashion, with their 
calves. They sacrificed themselves for their 
young. 
Wo never struck a cow whale'unac- 


companied by u calf. Because in such case 
they run tho liiie out too quickly. They 
would gain tbe passages also and we dared 
not allow ourselves to be towed by them 
through the angry rollers on tho bar. 


It is impossible to kill the graybacks in 


deep water as with tho right or sperm 
whale. They divo too deep and stay under 
too lonK. But in this nursery the hunted 
mother would not desert her young. She 
swam slowly when chased that the feeble 
offspring might keep up with her. So, in 
such case, there was more time for the lance 
to do its murderous work. She would bear 
repeated thrusts, and seek only to get away. 
Sometimes, by accident, tho calf was 
wounded. Then, on her part, tha instinct for 
battle and revenge supplanted that of flight. 
Tho whalemen used to say that the "cow" 
could smell the calf's blood when thus, 
drawn, no luattejr though it might be yards 
behind. 
An Infuriated dam provoked in 


this manner once chased one of our boats 
ashore. When tbe misdirected iron pierced 
tbe calf, directly she turned and churning 
and thrashing the sea with iluke and fln came 
head on toward tho boat. The crew saw that 
she "meant business." Grief and fury hod, 
as it were, givon a momentary sense of her 
own might and the pigmy weakness.pf her 
pursuers. A hundred tons or more of flesh 
aud bone shooting through the water at the 
rate of a mile In two minutes is aserious pro- 
jectile for an eggshell of a wholeboot to en- 
countor, and would start the timbers of the 
staunchest vessel. Fortunately the shore and 
shallow water wore but a few yards'distant. 
It was u close race. Tne great black mass 
rolling a sheet of foam before it was but a 
few feet from the boat's stern when the water 
suddenly shallowed, and these animals know 
well how many feet they draw. She block- i 
aded her foes, however, for an hour, swim- 
ming to and fro, waiting for them to put 
off. 


But in her present mood they did not see fit. 
to renew the contest. 


For over mother whale slain a calf died of 


starvation. 
Every dead whale on being 


towed to tho vessel was followed by its young 
one. 
Through the night we could hear its: 


feeble "tlow" In the vicinity. It would re-; 
main for days swimming about the carcass, 
even when stripped of the blubber coating 
aud cut loose, a vast mass of putrescence, to 
float with wind and tide up and down the 
lagoons, navigated by stupid gulls gorged to- 
repletion. These islands of carrion rising 
doily higher out of water, huge bladders, as 
it were, tilled with gas generated from their, 
own decomposition, sometimes came sailing 
straight down upon us, and lodging under 
tbe bows or counter gave all hands an hour's 
work with poles and handspikes to set them 
ofT again on their aimless voyage. 
The 


stench was simply terrific. 


There can be no skulking in the fight with 


tho whale. To plant the iron in his back, the 
boat must be rowed straight up to and even 
on him. It is a fair, open fight; no trees, 
rocks and thickets for concealment and shel- 
ter, nor land to run away on, no escape by 
flight, should the animal turn and give fight. 
A kink iu the rushing, smoking line may 
snatch a rower from his seat and drag him 
into tho depths. When hauled up and driv- 
ing the lance home a smash is imminent 
every moment; in mid-ocean the boat may be 
capsized and the ship miles away lost to sight 
in fog. 
. 


The man who "made our voyage," the king 


of whalemen and champion gray back slayer 
of Marguerite bay, was Jake. Jake was a pure 
blooded African.

§\\e can not even have her hair dried 
in the sun after her daily morning 
ablution, which she must go through 
before she can put a particle of food m 
her mouth. The old women say that 
tlie soul of a man after his death as- 
cends to Hearan quickly, and pleasant- 
ly in proportion to the .bodily inflictions 
which his"wife can undergo in the 
month after the death of her husband. 
Consequently the new-made widow, if 
not for any other 'reason, at least for 
tfe benefit of the soul of her departed 
husband, must submit to continuous 
abstinence and excruciating self-inttic- 
ttons. A whole month passes in this 
state of semi-starvation. The funeral 
ceremonies which drag on till the end 
of that period, are all performed, and 
the rigid observances of the widow of a 
little relaxed, if it may be so termed, 
since the only relaxation allowed to 
her is that she need1 not prepare the 
food with her own hands, and that she 
cja.n change her clolhos, but always 
ij^ino1 only plain cotton saris. The 
i|eal°misery of the widow, however, 
Begins Rafter the first month. It is not 
eriou°-n that she is quite heart-broken 
fpr'her deceased husband, and that she 
undergoes all the above-mentioned 
bodily privations. She must also bear 
the most galling indignities and the 
most humiliating self-sacrifices. 
She 


can not take .an active part in any 
religious or social ceremony. If there 
be a wedding in the house the widow 
must not touch or in any way interfere 
with the articles that are used to keep 
the curious marriage customs. Daring 
the poojahs,,or religious festivals, she 
is but grudgingly allowed to approach 
near the object of veneration, and in 
some bigoted families the contact of a 
widow is supposed to pollute the ma- 
^erials requisite for the performance of 
marriage ceremonies; The widow is, 
in fact, looked upon as the "evil one" 
of the house. If she has no son or 
daughter to comfort her, or if she has 
j;o pass her whole life, as is often the 
case, with her husband's family, her 
condition truly becomes a helpless one. 
baring any ceremony or grand occa- 
sion she has silently to look on, others 
ground her enjoying 
and sporting 


themselves,, and if some kind relation 
aoes not come to relieve hev tedium 
she lias hardly any thing to do but to 
ruminate on her present sad, wretched 
condition. 
Every female member of a 


family, whether married or unmarried, 
can go to parties, but a widow can not,
